Compromise Civil Rights 
Bill Okayed By Committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


administration today won its 
fight to kill a tough civil rights 
bill in the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee and pressed for quick 
a p p r o v a l of a compromise 
measure. 


Meeting shortly after Presi- 


dent Kennedy had conferred 
with House leaders of both par- 
ties, the committee rejected by 
* 19-15 vote a bill the adminis- 
tration contended was too stiff 
to get through Congress.

a milder, but still wide-ranging 
bill that is stronger in some re- 
spects than the original admini- 
stration proposal. The bill was 
worked out by the administra- 
tion during the last few days in 
do* «U*bor»tio» with k*?

Rescue 63 Men 
Trapped In Gold 


Mine Cages 


JOHANNESBURG, South Af- 


rica (AP) — Sixty-three miners 
trapped in an elevator shaft 
of one of the world's deepest 
gold mines emerged safely 
Monday night to be greeted 
by 
jubilant 
relatives 
and 


friends. 


All the miners were pro- 


nounced in good shape. 


Thirteen were trapped for 


12 hours in a cage nearly a 
mile below the surface. The 
other 50 spent 14 hours in 
another cage at the 1,000-foot 
level. 


A mishap in the lift machin- 


ery caused the cages to be- 
come stuck Monday. 


A small service cage was 


used to rescue the miners. The 
cage inched its way down the 
shaft to the 1,000-foot level 
where 50 men trapped scram- 
bled aboard. 


The cage then reached the 


4,800-foot level where the 13 
were trapped. They too, were 
hauled to the surface.

WEAVER CITES 
NEED FOR 2-A 
AMENDMENT 


County Civil Defense Director 


William G. Weaver today caned 
attention to the public to the 
"proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution No. 2-A" which will ap- 
pear on the ballot next Tuesday 
for a decision by the public gen- 
erally. 


The amendment is known as 


the "Civil Defense Amendment!' 
and would permit the general as- 
sembly to provide by law for 
"continuity of the executive, leg- 
islative and judicial functions of 
the government-of the Common- 
wealth and its political subdi- 
visions 
and 
establishment 
of 


emergency seats thereof. Such 
legislation shall become effective 
in the event of an attack by an 
enemy of the United States." 


Weaver said the amendment, if 


it is approved by the voters, will 
guarantee ,the constitutionality of 
the 1959 acts of the legislature 
which permit the state govern- 
ment to leave Harrisburg and 
carry on at another spot in case 
of enemy attack, with whatever 
action taken at the emergency 
capital having the same legality 
as if enacted at Harrisburg. Simi- 
larly the laws permit the counties, 
boroughs and townships to desig- 
nate other spots for their govern- 
ment in case they should be 
driven out by enemy attack. 


Weaver said "no known objec- 


tion to the alms and purposes of 
the * 1959- 'statutes -.has.' -been 
voicea," but; since "there'.is some 
question as to tile validity of the 
acts because their enactment is 
not specifically authorized under 
the current provisions-of the state 
constitution, the ' amendment is 
submitted for approval to remove 
any and all question of the con 
stitutionality of the 1859 statutes."

Compromise Civil Rights 
Bill Okayed By Committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
administration today won its 
fight to kill a tough civil rights 
bill in the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee and pressed for quick 
a p p r o v a l of a compromise 
measure. 
Meeting shortly after Presi­ 
dent Kennedy had conferred 
with House leaders of both par­ 
ties, the committee rejected by 
a 19-15 vote a bill the adminis­ 
tration contended was too stiff 
to get through Congress. 
It then began consideration of 
a milder, but still wide-ranging 
bill that is stronger in some re­ 
spects than the original admini­ 
stration proposal. The bill was 
worked out by the administra­ 
tion during the last few days in 
close collaboration with key 


House Republicans. 
Although some supporters of 
the defeated bill, which was 
drafted by a judiciary subcom 
mittee claimed it could have 
been passed, others conceded 
the new proposals will have a 
better chance of passage. 
At the White House meeting, 
Kennedy was reported to have 
told Democratic and Republi­ 
can House leaders he expected 
them to work together to move 
the compromise bill smoothly 
through the House. 
It was not immediately clear 
whether the committee would 
reach a vote today on the new 
package. When the meeting be 
gan many members had not 
even seen It.

AMENDMENT 


County Civil Defense Director 
William G. Weaver today called 
attention to the public to the 
“proposed amendment to the Con 
stitution No. 2-A” which will ap­ 
pear on the ballot next Tuesday 
for a decision by the public gen 
erally. 
The amendment is known as 
the "Civil Defense Amendment” 
and would permit the general as­ 
sembly to provide by law for 
“continuity of the executive, leg 
islative and judicial functions olr 
the government of the Common 
wealth and its political subdi­ 
visions 
and 
establishment 
of 
emergency seats thereof. Such 
legislation shall become effective 
in the event of an attack by an 
enemy of the United States.” 
Weaver said the amendment, if 
it is approved by the voters, wit 
guarantee the constitutionality a 
the 1959 acts of the legislature 
which permit the state govern 
ment to leave Harrisburg and 
carry on at another spot in case 
of enemy attack, with whatever 
action taken at the emergency 
capital having the same legality 
as if enacted at Harrisburg. Simi 
larly the laws permit the counties 
boroughs and townships to desig­ 
nate other spots for their govern 
ment in case they should be 
driven out by enemy attack. 
Weaver saki “no known objec­ 
tion to the aims ami purposes of 
the 
1959 
statutes 
has 
been 
voiced,” but, since “there is some 
question as to the validity of the 
acts because their enactment 
not specifically authorised under 
the current provisions of the state 
constitution, the amendment 
submitted for approval to remove 
any and all question of the con 
stitutionality of the 1959 statutes.”

Law To Affect Local Stores: 
Many Gettysburg stores will be 
affected by Pennsylvania’s new 
female employment law which 
will become operative next Sat 
urday, November I. The new law 
makes some radical changes in 
hours and provides for midday 
and rest periods. The young la 
dies and women who work in lo­ 
cal stores will all come under the 
provisions of the new law, some 
of the requiiements of which are 
the following 
No female may be 
employed more than six days or 
fifty-four hours in any one week. 
or more than ten hours in any 
one day, except in fruit and veg­ 
etable canneries and as nurse in 
hospitals (with some exceptions). 
No female under 21 may be em­ 
ployed between 9 p m. and 6 a.m. 
except telephone operators over 
18 and no females may be em­ 
ployed in any manufacturing es­ 
tablishment be’ween IO pm. and 
6 a rn except as managers, su­ 
perintendents clerks and stenog­ 
raphers. No female shall be al­ 
lowed less than 45 minutes for 
the midday meal except that if a

Many a person has risen to 
great heights encouraged by a 
kind word of praise early in 
life. To give praise is the sim­ 
plest service anyone can give 
— and it costs nothing but the 
effort to give it.

the dedication of a memorial

economic blueprint known as 
the Marshall Plan for the re­ 
covery of postwar Europe. 
Both speakers appeared to be 
aiming their remarks at Presi­ 
dent 
Charles 
de 
Gaulle 
of 
France, who has warned that 
one day the United States may 
decide to withdraw its forces 
from Europe. He has urged the 
creation of an independent Eu­ 
rope acting as a third force in 
world politics 
Rusk arrived in Germany at 


the end of last week’s exercise 
Big Lift in which an entire ar­ 
mored division was flown here 
from Texas in less than three 
days. 
“We hive six divisions in Ger­ 
many,” Rusk said. 
“We intend lo maintain these 
divisions here as long as there 
is need for them—and under 
present circumstances there is 
no doubt that they will continue 
to be needed ’ 
Rusk also diplomatically told 
the Europeans he didn’t think 
they were living up to their mil­ 
itary commitments to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
"It is a source of pride that 
the United States has generally 
met or exceeded its goals, and 
a source of regret that certain 
others in the alliance have not,” 
he said.

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RUSK PLEDGES 
YANKS TO STAY 
IN W, GERMANY

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 


—Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
seeking to still West German 
fears that last week's massive 
troop airlift foreshadows a mili- 
tary manpower cut, has pledged 
the United States will keep six 
divisions in Gcimany as long as 
necessary. 


Rusk also joined Sunday with 


Chancellor Ludwig Erhard hi 
an appeal for a strong Atlantic 
Alliance. Both cautioned against 
any loosening of ties with the 
United States. 
HONORED MARSHALL 


Rusk and the new West Ger- 


man government leader spoke at 
the dedication of a memorial 
honoring the late Gen. George 
C. Marshall, who as secretary 
of state gave his name to the 
economic blueprint known as 
the Marshall Plan for the re- 
covery of postwar Europe. 


Both speakers appeared to be 


aiming their remarks at Presi- 
dent - Charles 
de 
Gaulle of 


France, who has warned that 
one day the United States may 
decide to withdraw its forces 
from Europe. Se has urged the 
creation of an independent Eu- 
rope acting as a third force in 
world politics. 


Rusk arrived in Germany at 


the end of last week's exercise 
Big Lift hi which an entire ar 
mored division was flown here 
from Texas in less than three 
days. 


"We have six divisions in Ger- 


many," Rusk said. 


"We intend to maintain these 


divisions here as long as there 
is need for them—and under 
present circumstances there is 
no doubt that they will continue 
to be needed ' 


Rusk also diplomatically told 


the Europeans he didn't think 
they were living up to their mil- 
itary commitments to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


"It is a source of pride that 


the United States has generally 
met or exceeded its goals, and 
a source of regret that certain 
others in the alliance have not,'' 
he said. 


Erhard, 
who recently suc- 


ceeded Konrad Adenauer as 
chancellor, indicated he agreed 
with the U.S. position and called 
on his countrymen and Euro- 
peans generally to remember 
the debt they owe to the United 
States. 


Rusk also said the most ef- 


fective way of meeting any So- 
viet threat was a NATO nuclear 
fleet. The plan was first put 
forth by President Kennedy hi a 
meeting with former British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmil- 
lan at Nassau in the Bahamas 
hi December. Ft calls for a fleet 
of surface ships, manned by 
crews of mixed nationality and 
equipped with U.S. missiles.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Supreme Cmir* agreed today to 
rule on const:tutionality of a 
section of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Law that strips 
naturalized Americans of citi­ 
zenship if they return to their 
country of origin and remain 
three years.

der, a lawyer in Cologne. Three 
years later the American Con­ 
sulate in Dusstldorf asked her 
to surrender her naturalization 
certificate. She did so under 
protest, then had attorneys be­

A s p e c i a l three-judge dis 
trict court here ruled against 
her by vote of 2-1 The majori 
ty said the challenged section 
represented a constitutional ex­ 
ercise by Congress of its power 
to regulate foreign affairs.

HARRISBURG (AP) - Some 
prominent names from public 
life, business and sports are in­ 
volved in the mass vice raid 
staged in Pittsburgh, according 
to the captain of the state police 
detectives.

NEW RULE ON 
IMMIGRATION 
LAW DUE SOON 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Cour* agreed today to 
rule on constitutionality of a 
section of the Immigration anc 
Naturalization Law that strips 
naturalized Americans of citi- 
zenship if they return to their 
country of origin and remain 
three years. 


The ruling was asked by Mrs, 


Angelika 
L. 
S c h n e i d e r , 


who was born in Bavaria, Ger- 
many, in 1934. In 1950 she be- 
came a naturalized American 
and four years later she was 
graduated from Smith College 
with a Bachelor of Arts degree 


In 956 she returned to Ger- 


many to marry Dieter Schnei- 
der, a lawyer in Cologne. Three 
years later the American Con- 
sulate in Dusstldorf asked her 
to surrender her naturalization 
certificate. She did so under 
protest, then had attorneys be- 
gin action in lower federa] 
courts. 


Mrs. Schneider contended the 


nationality law section violates 
the Constitution by imposing 
cruel and unusual punishment. 
A s p e c i a l three-judge dis- 
trict court here ruled against 
her by vote of 2-1 The majori- 
ty said the challenged section 
represented a constitutional ex- 
ercise by Congress of its power 
to regulate foreign affairs.

Rockefeller as a possible 
opponent.” Coldwater said. "I 
think he will give a good ac­ 
count of himself if he enters the 
prim aries.”

LITTLE HOPE 
FOR RAIN BY 
SATURDAY 


HARRISBURG (AP) — State 
officials held little hope today of 
getting enough rainfall by Sat- 
ruday to lift the ban on hunting 
in time for the scheduled open­ 
ing of the 1963 small game sea­ 
son. 
"We would need at least two 
inches of rain on a state wide 
basis in my opinion,” said Sam­ 
uel S. Cobb, chief of forest pro­ 
duction in the state Forests and 
Waters Department. 
The extended weather fore­ 
cast for the next few days calls 
fof little or no rain. 
ONLY SCATTERED SHOWERS 
Scattered 
showers 
fell 
Mon­ 
day for the second straight day, 
but weather officials said the 
same thing they said Sunday: 
‘Too little and too late.” 
Forests 
and 
farmlands 
re­ 
mained tinder dry as the rav­ 
aging drought continued. 
Many hunters had been hop­ 
ing the dry spell would end so 
that the small game season 
could open Saturday. Hunting 
and fishing has been banned un­ 
til further notice in Pennsylva­ 
nia by Gov. Scranton to guard 
against forest fires. 
"What we need is a good 48- 
hour rain.” Cobb said. "Sudden, 
heavy rain wouldn’t do much 
good. The ground is so hard and 
dry that a lot of rainfall at one 
time would run right off.” 
Chief forester Ralph C. Wible 
agreed, saying it would take a 
good, steady downpour to be of 
any help. 
Meanwhile the ominous gray 
clouds that moved through the 
state 
Monday with 
the cold 
front were filled with empty 
promises and gave way later to 
sunshine. 
“Those clouds were nothing 
but empties going back for re­ 
fills,” said Paul Sutton, meter- 
ologist at the U. S. Weather Bu­ 
reau in Harrisburg. 
Sutton figured on more sun­ 
shine and brisk winds today. 
Cobb said a total of 49 new 
fires broke out in Pennsylvania 
woodlands over the weekend. 
“Actually, it was relatively 
good,” he said. “Normally, we 
would expect fire activity to in­ 
crease over a weekend because 
many more people are out.”

Goldwater reminded that he is 
not an announced candidate, as 
Kennedy was in 1960. But the 
Arizonan said he had no partic- 
ular reason to quarrel with 
Kennedy's purported analysis.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Penn­ 
sylvania might have a better 
chance to lure the 28th Division 
back to the state for its annual 
summer encampment if the In 
diantown Gap military reserve 
tion were bigger. 
This was indicated Tuesday 
by the National Guard Bureau 
which said one reason for the 
failure of the division to train at 
Indiantown Gap the last three 
years is the lack of firing range 
space. 
Guard officials from Pennsyl 
vania have already launched a 
campaign to bring the division 
back to Indiantown Gap for its 
965 two-week encampment and 
have won the support of the 
state’s members of Congress. 
GOING TO CAROLINAS 
The 28th Division expect* to 
train in the Carolinas next year 
and the Pennsylvania officials 
said it would boost morale if 
they could announce that the 
1965 encampment would be held 
at Indiantown Gap. 
They told the ftate’s members 
of Congress that personnel could 
be moved to other bases for ar 
tillery firing if longer ranges 
than those available at Indian­ 
town Gap are needed. 
The National Guard Bureau 
said no definite sites for 1964 
training have yet been selected 
and 1965 is too far off to con­ 
sider site selections. 
NOT SPELLED OUT 
A 
spokesman said it isn’t 
practical to select sites too far 
in advance because training re­ 
quirements may change before 
then. 
The bureau said Indiantown 
Gap has inadequate firing rang­ 
es for the units which would 
train there but this might be 
corrected if the state bought ad­ 
ditional land. 
The amount of additional land 
needed was not spelled out, how­ 
ever. 
Training sites and schedules 
are prepared by adjutants gen­ 
eral of the states and army com­ 
manders — in Pennsylvania’s 
case, the Second Army com­ 
mander.

The 28th Division expects to 


train in the Carolinas next year 
and the Pennsylvania officials 
said it would boost morale if 
they could announce that the 
1965 encampment would be held 
at Indiantown Gap. 


They told the state's members 


of Congress that personnel could 
be moved to other bases for ar- 
tillery firing if longer ranges 
than those available at Indian- 
town Gap are needed.

BLAME SMOKED FISH 


The seven deaths, blamed on 


botulism in smoked fish, were 
in Michigan, Tennessee and Al- 
abama. 


The federal Food and Drug 


Administration agreed after the 
meetings with industry men to 
issue a statement re-emphasiz- 
ing that its warnings on smoked 
fish does not apply to fresh fish, 
salt water fish, canned fish, 
fresh-frozen fish or smoked fish 
from any place except the 
Great Lakes region. 


Deputy FDA Commissioner 


John L. Harvey said some in- 
dustry men felt tnat some as- 
pects of the FDA's warning had 
led to public misunderstanding. 


California ordered removed

REPORT GIVEN 
WASHINGTON (AP)—Lack of 


a second travelable opening pro- 
longed considerably the dramat- 
ic rescue operation that saved 
two miners trapped for two 
weeks last August hi a Pennsyl-. 
vania coal mine, the Bureau of 
Mines reported Tuesday. 


Safety experts from the bu- 


reau arrived at the mine in 
Sheppton, Pa., less than iive 
hours after, the accident and 
helped to rescue the two miners, 
David Fellin and Henry Throne. 


A third miner, Louis Bova,

cepted by most people," says 
William Dienes current county 
supervisor '>f fhe program. 


Food stamps are popular with 


grocers, the jobless and those 
with low income They benefit. 
AIDS NEEDY 


Dienes says the food stamp 


program has been a boon to the 
county's needy and a sound in- 
vestment oil the part of Uncle 
Sam. He adds 


"It's much superior to the old 


surplus distiibution setup." 


Under the old system, which 


is still in use in all bat four of 
Pennsylvania's 67 counties, only 
eight commodities were avail- 
able. Today, the food stamp pur- 
chaser has a choice of hundreds 
of items. 


This has greatly improved the 


diet of thousands of needy per- 
sons in the county 


This was one of the original 


goals of the program when it 
was first announced by Presi- 
dent Kennedy in early 1981. 


The* President wanted to make 


more food available to Ameri- 
cans who tnrnugh no fault of 
their own wert out of work or 
strapped by low income. 


Tied in with this was the 


President's desire to invigorate 
the economy of distressed areas 
through 
increased 
grocery 


sales. 
ONE.OF 42 AREAS 


In Fayette County, one of 42 


places hi the nation where the 
program is now in operation, 


both goals havt been attained. 


The program started in Fay- 


ette County OD June , 1W1. It 
made its debut in seven other 
areas mf the nation on or about 
the same time 


To Fayette County, which had 


one of the highest rates of un- 
employment anywhere in the 
United States—it is sti& about 13 
per cent—the program was a 
Godsend. 


Families began eating better, 


grocers began ringing up more 
sales.

The program was a boon to 


Parnell. His wide grin as he 
bought the first stamps from 
Mrs. Ruth Grigg Horting, then 
state Secretary of Public Wel- 
fare, showed that he realized it.

In August of this year, more 


than 20,000 persons out of a 
total population of 170,000 were

stamps. More than 19,000, or 98 
oer cent, did. 


The program 
has had a 


healthy impact on the county's 
economy. Between June 1, 1961, 
and the end of September 1963, 
more than $7.3 million worth of 
food stamps were bought. An- 
other $4.4 million worth of 
stamps were given to the pur- 
chasers. 


The more than $11.7 million 


injected into Fayette's economy

Very gradually straighten 
back, pulling fists to touch sides 
of ribs and rotating shoulders 
from front to back. Repeat 10 
times with stopping. Aim for slow, 
rhythmical, unbroken movements.

plex task of preparing the rock- 
et for the first launching in the 
United States' next man - in- 


- space effort, Project Gemini. 


The initial flight will attempt 


to hoist a mockup model of the 
two-man Gemini spacecraft into 
orbit. It will tell engineers 
many things: the structural 
compatibility of the spacecraft 
and booster; temperatures and 
pressures which will affect the 
combination; performance of 
the guidance system, and Titan 
Ps2 ability to place a payload 
into a precise orbit. 
UNMANNED FLIGHT 


The flight will be one of two 


p e r h a p s three, unmanned 
launchings designed to "man 
rate" the Titan 2 for astronaut 
orbital and space rendezvous 
missions. The first astronau 
flight is scheduled late next 
year. 
The intercontinental-range Ti 


tan 2 has performed well in 
military weapon tests—but it if 
far from ready for mannec 
flight. The major problem is a 
vibration which could blur the 
astronauts' 
instrument 
pane 


during the critical launching 
phase. 
The vibration trouble is one 


reason the Gemini program is a 
year behind schedule. It has 
been called the "pogo effect' 
because it vibrates the length o: 
the missile like a boy hopping 
up and down on a pogo stick. 
VIBRATION PROBLEM 


The chief of the Air Force 


Gemini launch division, Lt. Col 
John G. Albert, told newsmen 
about the difficulty. 


"It occurs between 90 and 140 


seconds aftre launching and vi 
brates at 11 cycles per second,' 
he said. "We haven't pinpointed 
the precise cause. There are 
several things under study." 


The turbopump is believed to 


be the most likely villain, and 
ts impeller is being redesigned. 


Albert noted the Titan 2 has 


jeen modified considerably for 
he Gemini flights and as a re- 
sult it may not have the vibra- 
tion problem. 


"That doesn't mean we're not 


:oncerned," he said. "It might 
urn out to be worse." 
Space officials ' are making 


two approaches to the trouble: 
surgically cleaning the second 
stage engine to prevent clog- 
ging of fuel orifices and rede- 
signing the engine with more 
orifices.

STATE WARNS 
AGAINST FISH 
HARRISBURG (AP) — Penn- 


sylvaaia h o u s e wives, f o o d 
wholesalers, retailers and pro- 
cessors were warned Tuesday to 
destroy all smoked fish products 
from the Great Lakes region im- 
mediately. 


The warning came from the 


state Agriculture Department. 


"We are taking this step to 


avoid the possibility of an out- 
break in Pennsylvania of Type 
E botulism such as occurred re- 
cently in Tennessee and Kala- 
mazoo, Mich," said Delmar K. 
Myers, acting director of the de- 
partment's Bureau of Foods and 
Chemistry. 


Seven deaths from botulism 


poisoning have been traced by 
the U.S. Food and Drug Admin- 
istration to smoked whitefish 
and chubs produced in the Great 
Lakes area. The FDA describes 
the products as those "packaged 
in sealed plastic wrappers and 
those that are sold in bulk with- 
out any package or wrapper." 


Canned fish products are not 


involved, Myers said.

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Mrs. Neuberger Continues 
Husband's Fight To Limit 
Side-linesOfCongressmen

WASHINGTON (AP) — Five 


years ago Sen Richard L. Neu- 
berger, Oreon Democrat, com- 
plained that nobody polices the 
policeman, thai Congress can 
tovestigate the whole area of 
government but nobody polices 
Congress. 


For example: The head of a 


government department must 
rid himself of his stock before 
the Senate, to prevent conflict 
of interest, lets him take office. 
This is to prevent his profiting 
from some company he may do 
business with. 
CONGRESS EXEMPT 


But a member of Congress 


can have all kinds of outside in- 
terests, and even fight for 
la\. to help those interests, bul 
he doesn't have to rid himself 
of anything or reveal anything 
about his total income. 


Neuberger said: "I fear it has 


a corroding effect on govern 
ment generally when a mem 
ber of the President's Cabine 
can be ordered to jettison his 
corporate portfolios by senators 
who themselves may be dab 
bling in oil, cotton futures, tele 
vision, hotel chains or uranium 


"If federal commissioners are 


to be pilloried for accepting 
airplane tickets to Palm Beach 
how can senators and repre 
sentatives continue 
profitabl 


associations with law firms re 
tained by banks, railroads, la 
bor unions and utility compa 
nies?" 
CALLED FOR LAW 


In short Neuberger was call 


ing on Congress, which has 
passed laws to prevent conflie 
of interest on the part of feder 
al officials and other govern 
ment employes, to pass a con 
flict-of-interest law on itself. 


Congress ignored him with 


great calmness, as it has ig- 
nored similar proposals by oth- 
er members of both houses for 
years. Recently two former 
members of Congress were con- 
victed of influence - peddling 
while they were in Congress. 


Neuberger died in 1960. His 


wife, now Sen. Maurine Neu- 


lerger, also an Oregon Demo- 
rat, was elected to succeed 
lira that same year. Last week 
he picked up where her hus- 
band left off. 


She and Sen Clifford P. Case, 


New Jersey Republican, asked 
consideration oi a bill they had 
introduced requiring top gov- 
ernment officers, members of 
Congress and their staff to re 
port their yearly incomes, in 
eluding gifts of substance and 
assets and liabilities and their 
inancial transactions to the 
comptroller general, with these 
reports available to press and 
public. 
PROPOSAL IGNORED 


Case has made this kind oi 


proposal repeatedly and, like 
the late Neuberger, has been 
ignored. 


He and the present Sen. Neu 


berger made their pitch in a 
letter to Sen. B Everett Jor 
dan, North Carolina Democra 
who is chairman of the Senate 
Rules Committee which today 
begins an investigation of a for 
mer Senate employe, Robert G 
Baker. 


Baker, who was paid abou 


$20,000 a year 
resigned thi 


month as secretary of the Sen 
ate Democrats after newspape 
disclosure thai he seemed tc 
have an extraordinary numbe 
of outside financial interests. 


His duties included a wid 


variety of personal and busioes 
favors for Senate Democrats 
In addition to his various out 
side business interests he had a 
law practice.

What started the disclosure 


about him was a $300,000 civil 
damage suit filed against him 
by the Capitol Vending Co
